GOVERNMENT, PRESERVE . 


(Worn The Daytona Ouett«-New«) 
Capt. B. X Pacetti, superintendent 


of government reservations in this 
state, was In Daytona Thursday from 
Ponce Park, and while here was ques- 
tioned by a representative of the 
Dally News and Gazette-News regard- 
ing the extension ot the Mosquito In- 
let reservation northward from this 
city, a measure which had been peti- 
tioned by residents of the towns of 
Daytona Beach, Seabreeze, Holly Hill 
and Ormond. 


Capt. Pacettl stated that the terri- 


tory had been set aside from the pres- 
ent north line of the reservation in 
this city to the north Itae of township 
14, or about one and one-half miles 
north of the town of Ormond, as a con- 
tinuation of the Mosquito Inlet res- 
ervation, but that up to the present 
time he had not received any official 
notice of the same and until he did 


would take no action for the pro- 


;ection of the territory. This stand 
on the part of Capt. Pacetti, however, 
does not give license to hunters to 
shoot ducks or other water fowl with- 
in the mentioned territory and anyone 
can report an infringement of the law. 


In connection with this extension 


of the reservation, Capt. Pacetti said 
there would probably be no posting 
of the new territory, or at least not 
immediately, as the department of 
agriculture, which has jurisdiction 
over reservations, makes no provision 
for such posting. The signs now on 
the Mosquito Inlet reservation were 
provided by the National 
Audobon 


society for the Information of the pub- 
lic.

rvation, but that up to the presen 
ime he had not received any offlcia 
otice of the same and until he di 
e would take no action for the pro 
ection of the territory. This stanc. 
n the part of Capt. Pacetti, however 
oes not give license to hunters tc 
hoot ducks or other water fowl with 
n the mentioned territory and anyone 
an report an infringement of the law 
In connection with this extension 
f the reservation, Capt. Pacetti said 
here would probably be no posting 
f the new territory, or at least no 
mmedlately, as the department o 
rriculture, which has jurisdiction 
rer reservations, makes no provision 
r such posting.

BY U. S. SUBSISTENCE STORES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—There is 


one way at least, in which the high 
cost of living may be reduced, and 
that is by trading at the United States 
army and navy subsistence stores. 
Their prices run from 50 to 70 per 
cent, of the ordinary retail prices at 


country makes the saving possible by 
purchasing the goods in carloads or 
trainload lots, as the case may be. 


Of course ordinary folks can't trade 


with the subsistence stores of the 
army and navy That privilege is re- 
served for the ofHcers, their wives, 
widows and relatives 
The govern- 


ment does not even permit its army 
of civil service employees in Washing- 
ton, whose salaries are on the average 
very small, to take advantage of the 
system 
Nor are the families of com- 


mon soldiers, or the families of em- 
ployes at the navy yard, admitted to 
the circle of saving. There is a grow- 
ing volume of complaint at this, and 
it may be that congress will some day 
order the stores opened to all who 
draw their pay from Uncle Sam But 
thus far the high-salaried people con 
nected with the military establish- 
ment have the privilege to themselves
